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MARKET  REVIEW 

Preliminary  reports  indicate  that  deliveries  were  1,045,000  tons  for 
September.  For  the  first  nine  months  of  1966  deliveries  for  consumption 
totaled  7,891,000  tons.  In  addition,  37,000  tons  of  constructive  deliv- 
eries from  1965  were  physically  delivered  during  January-February 
1966.*  It  is  estimated  that  physical  deliveries  of  7,928,000  tons  during 
the  first  three  quarters  of  this  year  exceed  consumption  by  about  75,000 
tons,  mainly  due  to  heavy  deliveries  made  during  September. 

The  preliminary  report  of  refiners'  stocks  at  the  end  of  September  was 
a  total  of  639,000'  tons  of  which  about  580,000  tons  were  quota  sugar. 
There  is  available  to  refiners  during  the  fourth  quarter  approximately 
the  same  quantity  of  quota  sugar  as  the  1,657,000  tons  delivered  by  them 
during  that  period  last  year. 

During  the  fourth  quarter  of  1965  beet  sugar  deliveries  totaled 
731,000'  tons  of  which  31,000"  tons  were  constructive  deliveries  .  Only 
656,000'  tons  of  the  domestic  beet  sugar  quota  remains  to  be  marketed 
during  the  last  three  months  of  1966.' 

The  October  Crop  Production  Report  of  the  Department  indicated  an  in- 
crease in  domestic  sugar  beet  production  of  588,000'  tons  over  the 
September  report.  Including  estimated  production  in  Arizona  from  their 
1966 'crop,  beet  production  would  be  about  21,  130, 000  tons  . 

Based  on  a  five  year  average  recovery  of  sugar  the  1966  crop  sugar 
production  would  be  2,925,000  tons,  raw  value,  and  based  on  the  last 
two  year  recovery  sugar  production  would  total  2  ,  970  ,  000  tons  .  Depend- 
ing on  sugar  recovery,  the  1966  crop  could  exceed  last  year's  by 
100,000'to  150,000*tons  of  sugar. 

Cane  production  in  Louisiana  showed  an  increase  of  158,000  tons  from 
the  September  report  to  a  total  of  8,348,000  tons  of  sugarcane.  Based 
on  normal  recovery  sugar  production  is  expected  to  be  675,000  tons  to 
700,000*  tons  as  compared  to  550,000'  tons  from  the  1965 'crop  that 
suffered  hurricane  damage.  Most  of  the  1966  Louisiana  crop  will  be 
produced  in  the  calendar  year  but  only  396,000  "tons  of  new  crop 
Louisiana  sugar  can  be  marketed  under  their  1966*  quota. 
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Florida  sugarcane  production  was  unchanged  at  6,304,000  tons.  Based 
on  normal  sugar  recovery  the  Florida  sugar  production  should  be  between 
575,000'and600,000"tons.  About  190, 000"  tons  of  new  crop  Florida  sugar 
will  be  produced  during  1966' but  only  37,000  tons  can  be  marketed 
during  that  calendar  year  . 

The  spot  price  for  raw  sugar  at  New  York,  duty  paid,  has  been  7.15 
cents  per  pound  during  October  through  the  17th.'  The  average  from 
January  1  through  October  17,  1966  was  6.96  cents  or  0.22  cent  above 
the  average  for  a  comparable  period  last  year. 

The  spot  price  for  world  raw  sugar  has  been  1.65  cents  per  pound  each 
day  in  October  through  the  17th  and  has  averaged  1 . 96  'cents  for  the 
period  January  1  -  October  17,  1966.  For  the  same  period  last  year  the 
average  price  was  2.18  cents  per  pound. 

From  January  1  through  October  17,  1966  the  quoted  wholesale  price 
for  100  pound  bags  of  refined  cane  sugar  in  the  Northeast  has  averaged 
10.32  cents  per  pound  or  0.14  cent  more  than  the  196  5  average  price 
during  the  same  period.

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ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS  RELATING  TO  1966  SUGAR  SUPPLIES 

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  on  October  6,  1966  announced  that 
the  estimate  of  total  sugar  requirements  for  1966  is  being  increased  by 
50,000  tons  to  10,375,000  short  tons,  raw  value. 

Deficits  are  declared  for  the  3  countries  which  do  not  have  sugar  avail- 
able to  fill  increases  resulting  from  this  action.  The  deficit  for 
Nicaragua  is  prorated  to  other  countries  of  the  Central  American 
Common  Market.  The  deficits  for  the  Republic  of  the  Philippines  and 
for  Panama  are  prorated  to  Western  Hemisphere  quota  countries  able 
to  supply  the  sugar. 

Distribution  of  refined  sugar  through  September  has  been  well  above 
normal.  Accordingly,  there  has  been  a  continued  strong  demand  for 
off-shore  raw  sugar.  The  additional  supplies  of  readily  available  raw 
sugar  resulting  from  this  action  will  meet  the  requirements  of  con- 
sumers .

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OTHER  ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS 

Date  announced  Nature  of  action 

Announced  its  determination  of  "fair  and  reason- 
able" wage  rates  for  workers  employed  in  the  pro- 
duction, cultivation,  and  harvesting  of  sugarcane 
in  Louisiana  effective  October  10,  1966. 

The  determination  increases  the  wage  rates  estab- 
lished by  the  prior  determination  10  cents  per  hour 
for  all  classes  of  workers  employed  in  the  produc- 
tion, cultivation,  and  harvesting  of  sugarcane  in 
Louisiana.  This  increase  yields  wage  minimums 
ranging  from  $1.00  per  hour  for  unskilled  workers 
to  $1.20  per  hour  for  operators  of  mechanical  har- 
vesting and  loading  equipment. 

The  provision  of  the  prior  determination  allowing 
the  payment  of  reduced  minimum  wage  rates  to 
youths  14  to  16  years  of  age  has  been  eliminated. 
(See  October  5,  1966  Federal  Register). 

Announced  revised  1966  marketing  allotments  to 
domestic     beet      sugar  processors,  totaling 

56,542,056  hundredweight,  refined  sugar,  equiv- 
alent to  the  quota  of  3,02  5,000  short  tons,  raw 
value . 

The  revised  allotments  are  based  on  final  data  which 
only  recently  became  available.  Previous  allot- 
ments were  based  in  part  on  estimated  cLata-tand 
were  limited  to  9  5  percent  of  the  quota. 

Today's  action  also  determines  deficits  of 
9,932  short  tons ,  raw  value ,  in  allotments  of  3 
processors  and  prorates  this  quantity  to  all  other 
processors.  (See  October  21,1965  Federal 

Register) .
